Sir—I have the honor to submit for your information a report on the Production Statistics of the State 
for the year 1912-13. 

Following the usual method, the Agricultural and Live Stock details were collected by the mounted 
constables, under the supervision of their inspectors. The necessary forms were dispatched to the collectors 
late in January, and, with the exception of a few districts, the collection was completed, and all papers 
returned to the office before the end of April. The work of checking and tabulating the details into the 
various hundreds, counties, and divisions of the State was commenced with the receipt of the first return, 
and, as the results became known, they were summarised and published in bulletin form, as follows :— 


No. 1, Cereal and Hay Production, was issued on the 27th May, 1913. 
No. 2, Live stock, on the 17th June, 1913. 
No, 3, Orchards, Vineyards, and Market Gardens, on the 26th July, 1913. 
Ne 4, Manufactories and Works, on the 6th August, 1913. 
Throughout this report, anless otherwise stated, the figures in parentheses are those pertaining to 
the previous season inserted tor comparative purposes. 


TERRITORIAL DIVISIONS. 


The area of the State is 380,070 square miles, or 243,244,800 acres. Of this area the proclaimed counties 
embrace 82,103 square miles, or 52,545,920 acres. These counties have been divided into five divisions, 
as follows :— 


I. Cenrrat Diviston.—This was the earlies! settled portion of the State, and includes the metropolitan 
area with a population of 194,498 persons. The population of the division is approximately 298,000. The 
division consists of counties Adelaide, Albert, Alfred, Carnarvon (Kangaroo Island), Eyre, Fergusson, 

Jawler, Hindmarsh, Light, and Sturt, and is of mountainous ranges, hills, and plains of superior agricultural 
and horticultural land, having a total area of 8,890,240 acres, of which all but 1,165,025 acres are in occupa- 
tion. Of the land in occupation, 4,346,061 acres are alienated either wholly or conditionally and 3,379,154 
acres are leased from the Crown. Of the 13,136 holdings furnishing returns for the season 1912-13, wheat was 
grown on 6,245 to the extent of 6,161,030bush., and 3,396 holdings carried 1,021,451 sheep ; 1,577,151 
acres were under cultivation—984,392 acres being devoted to cereals and hay. In addition, there were 
105,675 horses and 93,327 cattle. There are 373 miles 73 chains of railways in the division, and besides 
Port Adelaide and the Outer Harbor there are a number of good coastal shipping ports. 


II. Lower Nortru Diviston.—This area hes immediately to the north of the central division and 
includes counties Burra, Daly, Hamley, Kimberley, Stanley, Victoria, and Young. Two mountain ranges 
traverse it from south to north with broad, well-watered plains of exceptionally good arable land intervening,

Some of the tableland is 1,500ft. to 2,000ft. above sea level. It is the finest wheat-growing area in the State, 
averaging just over 14bush. to the acre, and 7,750,330bush. for each of the last five seasons. The division 
includes the Moonta and Wallaroo copper mines and smelters, and the Broken Hill Proprietary smelters 
at Port Pirie; also the Renmark Irrigation Settlement on the River Murray, in county Hamley. It is 
served by 333 miles of railway and Ports Pirie and Wallaroo. 


This division covers 7,936,640 acres, of which all but 642,325 acres are in occupation. Of the land in 
occupation, 2,848,376 acres are alienated and 4,445,939 acres are leased from the Crown. The population 
numbers 64,153. Of the 4,443 farm holdings, wheat, to the extent of 7,836,007bush., was produced last 
season on 3,046 farms, and 2,079 flocks of sheep were recorded, totalling 944,326 ; also 60,997 horses and 
42,756 head of cattle. 


III. Upper Norra Diviston.—This area lies due north of the previous division, and has Spencer’s 
Gulf from north of Port Pirie to Port Augusta as its western boundary, continuing northward by the eastern 
shore of Lake Torrens and includes the counties of Blachford, Dalhousie, Derby, Frome, Granville, Hanson, 
Herbert, Lytton, Newcastle, and Taunton. With the exception of a few hundreds in counties Frome and 
Dalhousie, all the country in this division is beyond what is known as “‘ Goyder’s line of rainfall.”” Owing 
to the hotter and drier climatic conditions it is mainly better suited for grazing than agricultural pursuits ; 
the average rainfall in the farming districts approximates 12in. to 15in. There is a population of 21,469, 
and 735 miles of railway in the division which connect with Port Augusta, Broken Hill, and Oodnadatta. 

The area of the division is 9,001,600 acres, of which 8,435,556 acres are occupied. Of this area 1,040,188 
acres are alienated and 7,395,368 acres are leased from the Crown, leaving 566,044 acres unoccupied. The 
live stock number 30,467 horses, 63,644 cattle, and 709,179 sheep ; 509,543 acres were cultivated, of which 
294,380 acres were cropped for cereals and hay, the quantity of wheat produced being 2,035,124bush. 


IV. Sourn-Eastern Diviston.—It comprises all country east of the River Murray and the southern coast- 
line to the Victorian boundary, which includes counties Buccleuch, Buckingham, Cardwell, Chandos, Grey, 
MacDonnell, Robe, and Russell. The area within these counties is 9,974,400 acres, of which 7,325,527 acres 
are in occupation ; 2,913,695 acres have been alienated, the balance of land occupied—4,411,832 acres— 
being leased from the Crown. The climate is colder and the rainfall heavier than in any part of the State, 
except the Mount Lofty Ranges, averaging from 18in. to 3lin. The district has a population of 27,810 
and possesses several shipping ports, and is united with the metropolis by rail, the total mileage being 543. 
The Pinnaroo and Loxton wheat-growing areas are in this division. 

The live stock number 36,209 horses, 50,005 cattle, and 1,269,823 sheep. The lower part of the 
division produces fine crops of barley and oats. Last season 444,867bush. of barley and 480,802bush. of 
oats were harvested ; barley averaging 25 94bush. per acre. Most of the 2,618,292bush. of wheat were 
grown in the northern counties of the division on land adjacent to the Pinnaroo railway, and in the Loxton 
district, near the River Murray. Ten years ago the wheat production for the whole of this division only 
reached 401,287bush. 


V. Western Division.—This portion of the State includes the area within all the counties to the west 
of Spencer’s Gulf and the southern coast from Port Lincoln to the border of Western Australia. During the 
last 10 years the cultivated area for wheat has increased rapidly—the output running from 866,595bush. 
in 1903-4 to 3,324,076bush. in 1911-12, and 2,841,263bush. in 1912-13. In the latter season 677,829 acres 
were under cultivation, the area under crop for cereals and hay being 537,679 acres. There are immense 
areas of arable land yet to be opened up. Of the 9,602,907 acres now in occupation the occupiers report 
that 3,696,625 acres are suitable for wheat cultivation. The live stock number—cattle, 13,545; horses, 
23,818 ; sheep, 541,865. 

The area of the division is 16,743,040 acres, 9,602,907 acres being in occupation ; 1,057,702 acres being 
alienated land, the balance of 8,545,205 being leased from the Crown. It embraces counties Buxton, 
Dufferin, Flinders, Hopetoun, Jervois, Kintore, Le Hunte, Manchester, Musgrave, Robinson, Way, and 
York. The population numbers approximately 14,500. There are 182 miles of railway and several good 
harbors, and regular coastal steamship communication is maintained. 


LAND TENURE AND SETTLEMENT. 


South Australia has an area of 243,244,800 acres, of which 12,207,524 acres are alienated either wholly 
or conditionally and 115,537,153 acres leased ; 28,177,498 acres of the leased country are situated within 
the counties and 87,359,655 outside the counties. Beyond the limits of agricultural settlement 150,557 
square miles (or 96,356,480 acres) are held by 607 Crown lessees as sheep or cattle runs. The annual rental 
payable on these leases was £26,671, as against £25,656 the year before. The- 
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The following brief summary shows the conditions under which the land was settled on December 
31st, 1912 :—

It will be observed that of the total area purchased 38,408 acres are unoccupied, the greater portion 
of which is under survey prior to allotment, and the balance consists of roads. On resurvey the 


area repurchased was increased by 448 acres. 


CROWN LANDS SOLD FOR CASH. 
The total area of Crown lands sold for cash during the year was 359,976 (623,597) acres, and the total 
amount realised £190,947 (£330,662), a decrease of 263,621 acres and £139,715. 
The land sales for cash, including credit sales on which purchase has been completed, from the foundation 
of the State aggregated 10,129,969 acres for £11,077,398 at the end of the year 1912. 


AREA AND DISTRIBUTION OF HOLDINGS WITHIN COUNTIES FROM WHICH RETURNS 
WERE COLLECTED FOR THE YEAR 1912. 

Of the 38,595,290 acres in use, either for cultivation or grazing, within counties, 9,277,586 acres were 

privately owned and 29,317,704 acres leased or held under agreements to purchase from the Crown. Of 

the privately owned land 8,299,952 acres were occupied by the owners, and 977,634 acres by private tenants,

In addition returns were received from pastoral holdings beyond the counties which covered an area 


of 83,003,147 acres, which country is devoted entirely to grazing. At the end of 1912 it was carrying 120,141 
head of cattle, 19,373 horses, and 994,845 sheep. 


AREA SUITABLE FOR WHEAT-GROWING. 
Every occupier supplied information as to the total area of his holding suitable for wheat-growing. 
The total aggregate area—12,439,117 acres—thus arrived at is divided as follows :—Central Division, 
3,546,395 acres ; Lower North Division, 2,384,476 acres ; Upper North Division, 1,228,200 acres ; South- 
Eastern Division, 1,571,671 acres ; Western Division, 3,696,625 acres ; and remainder of State, 11,750 
acres. It must be remembered that these areas refer only to land actually in occupation at the time of 
collection. 


RAINFALL. 


The following table, compiled from information supplied by the Divisional Officer of the Meteorological 
Bureau, shows the rainfall (approximate mean) in each month for the years 1911 and 1912 and the mean 
for 52 years. It fairly represents the average rainfall over the whole of what may be termed the agricultural 
or wheat-growing districts of South Australia, In forming the table, Mount Lofty, where the rainfall is 
exceptionally heavy, and Port Augusta, where it is exceptionally light, have been excluded.

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GOYDER’S LINE OF RAINFALL AND CEREAL CULTIVATION, 


This line of rainfall was intended to mark the boundary of the saltbush country and thus to indicate the 
outlying northern portions of the State, which are better adapted for grazing purposes than for wheat culture. 
Of the 82,103 square miles within counties, approximately 46,780 square miles are inside, and 35,323 square 
miles are beyond this line of rainfall. The area within the line of rainfall embraces approximately the Central 
Division, less portions of counties Albert and Eyre, and county Alfred ; the Lower North Division, less 
counties Hamley, Kimberley, Young, and portions of counties Burra, Daly, and Victoria ; the Upper North 
Division, portions only of counties Dalhousie and Frome ; the whole of the South-Eastern Division and 
the Wester Division, with the exception of counties Buxton, York, Manchester, Le Hunte, and portion 
of county Jervois. The country marked as outside the rainfall line, however, includes large areas in counties 
Burra, Albert, and Alfred, which have during the last decade been proved to be very reliable for wheat- 
growing ; and hence it is possible to note with satisfaction that during the last 10 seasons approximately 
one-fifth of the wheat production of the State was grown outside this line with a mean annual average of 
7; bush. per acre. The other four-fifths grown within the line of rainfall returned for the 10 seasons a mean 
average annual yield per acre of 11fbush. The foregoing good results in the country beyond the line of 
rainfall has been brought about mainly by farmers ceasing to grow wheat to the same extent in those portions 
of the Upper North Division proved to be unreliable on account of a variable rainfall. In reference to this, 
and as partly explanatory of the relative smal] increase in the area under wheat culture, notwithstanding 
the opening up of new areas, it may be noted that 30 years ago the area sown with wheat for grain and hay 
in the Upper North Division, which is practically all outside this line of rainfall, was more than two and a 
quarter times greater than the area sown in the same locality during the last five seasons. In that division 
in the season 1882-3 the area under wheat for grain and hay was 643,183 acres. Ten years later, in 1892-3, 
it was 514,338 acres, whilst 20 years later, in 1912-13, it was 290,106 acres. The land is now more largely 
devoted to grazing purposes, farmers having taken advantage of the opening up of agricultural land in other 
localities in the State with a more regular rainfall. 

Notwithstanding the decrease since 1882-3 of 353,077 acres in wheat culture in the Upper North Division 
the settlement of the new wheat areas in the Pinnaroo, Loxton, and Western Districts has not only made up 
that loss but increased the total area under cereal cultivation for grain, hay, and fodder by 847,334 acres. 


MACHINERY AND HANDS EMPLOYED ON HOLDINGS.

Each producer was called upon to estimate the value of all his plant and machinery, due allowance 
being made for depreciation. As a result it has been possible to arrive at a fairly accurate estimate of 
the value of capital invested in this way. The total estimated value is £3,174,016 (£3,046,212), divided 
as follows :— “Ore 1912.

The collectors were again instructed to make careful inquiry as to the persons regularly employed on 
farms. In the count the proprietor, manager, and all regular hands were included, and as many of the 
family as assisted, but temporary hands engaged shearing, &c., domestic servants, and cooks, were not 
included. In the case of mixed farming, where a person may be engaged in several branches of farm work, 
he has been counted under the principal one engaging his time. The returns show that 59,224 (58,893) 
persons—41,738 (41,916) males and 17,486 (16,977) females were deriving constant employment on the 
land—cultivating 41,309 (41,243) ; dairying, 11,426 (11,497); and pastoral, 6,489 (6,153).

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FERTILISERS. 


Not many years ago the use of artificial manures was practically unknown on farms. They are now 
generally used. For the last two seasons over 84 per cent. of the area under crop has been treated with 
artificial manures such as superphosphates, bonedust, &c., to the extent of 87,475 tons in 1911 and 91,607 
tons in 1912.

ACREAGE UNDER CULTIVATION. 

The total area under crop, fallow, and sown grasses last season was 4,631, 164 acres, an increase of 
290,729 acres on the previous season. In 1882-3 the area under cultivation was 2,623,195 acres, in 1902-3 
3,137,175 acres, and in 1912-13 4,631,164 acres. The area cultivated in 1912-13 shows an increase of 
2,007,969 acres, or 764 per cent. on the record of 30 years ago and 474 per cent. on that of 10 years ago. 


Area in Fallow.—The area annually placed in fallow has substantially increased during the last five 
seasons. In 1908-9 it was 1,097,186 acres, whilst in 1912-13 the acreage placed in fallow for the following 
season was 1,537,789 acres. The area of fallow land sown last season was equal to 45 per cent. of the total 
area under cereals, and this proportion has been fairly maintained during the last five seasons. 


Area under Crop—The area actually under crop for the season was 3,062,998 (2,965,338) acres, 
an increase of 97,660 acres. Of the total area, 3,001,723 acres were under cereals for grain, hay, and fodder, 
the balance of the area being devoted to vineyards, orchards, and market gardens. The area under cereals 
for grain and hay in 1882-3 was 2,154,389 acres, and in 1912-13 it was 3,001,723 acres, the increase being 
equal to 28 per cent. In comparison with 10 years ago the area under wheat, barley, oats, and hay shows 
an increase of 855,207 acres, or 39 per cent. 

In proportion to population, South Australia had the largest area under crops of any of the States, 
being nearly one-fourth of the whole. The total area cropped in the Commonwealth for the season of 1912-13 
aggregated 13,038,049 (12,105,115) acres, giving an average of 2-75 (2-65) acres per head of population, 
The proportion for each of the States we as—South Australia, 7-12 (7:09) acres per head ; New South Wales, 
2-10 (2:17) acres per head ; Victoria, 2°95 (2-67) acres per head ; Queensland, 1-05 (0°85) acres per head ; 
Western Australia, 3-92 (3-65) acres per head ; and Tasmania, 1-45 (1-40) acres per head, 

The following table shows the cultivated area in comparison with the previous season for each of the 
divisions of the State. The acreage under wheat shows a decrease of 27,646, due entirely to the lateness 
of the season, but the substantial increases noted in the barley and oat areas of 28,253 acres and 91,739 acres 
respectively, far more than makes good the decrease in wheat :—

CEREAL 
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CEREAL, HAY, AND FODDER CROPS. 


Wheat.—The importance of the wheat harvest to the State will be readily recognised when it is mentioned 
that the production of grain for each of the last five years has averaged 22,145,040bush., and, inclusive 
of the wheaten hay crop, the mean annual value for the five seasons was £5,570,719; the value of the 
1912-13 wheaten grain and hay crop on the average prices (December-July) being £5,547,542. 

As intimately associated with wheat culture the fact should be remembered that the capital invested 
in machinery and implements owned by the farmers was in 1912 assessed at £2,698,231 ; and, further, that 
the prosperous condition of the farming industry is directly reflected in the flourishing condition of many 
of the secondary industries of the State, notably the agricultural implement and machine works; which 
for 1912 numbered 57, all employing four or more hands, the total hands being 1,229, who received in wages 
£124,705, and turned out work to the value of £297,105. 

The following tables show particulars of wheat culture in each division of the State for the season 1912-13, 
contrasted with the mean of the last five seasons :—

In view of the exceptionally low average rainfall of 14-39in. over the agricultural area of the State for 
the year 1912 the production of cereals and hay for the season under review is most satisfactory. It should 
be specially noted that the wheat crop has averaged 22,145,040bush., or 11-18bush. per acre for each of the 
last five seasons, the Lower North Division alone having averaged each season in the same period 
7,750,330bush., or 14-05bush. per acre. 

The following statement shows the particulars of the wheat production of the State and exports of 
breadstufis from the season 1861-2 to 1912-13, a period of 52 years. The results have been grouped in 
periods of five seasons. It will be observed that the area under wheat for giain has averaged for the 52 
seasons 1,382,231 acres, with an annual average total yield of 10,114,563bush., or 7-32bush. per acre; the 
rainfall in Adelaide for the period averaging 20-69in. For the whole period 525,957,301bush. of wheat 
have been produced, out of which breadstuffs were shipped to the extent of 9,715,607 tons, valued 
at £79,370,379 :—

BaRLEY AND OATS. 


Barley, all kinds.—The yield of 1,318,734bush. of barley, with the splendid average of 19-12bush. per 
acre, gives an increase of 492,994bush., or 59-70 per cent. over the previous best yield of 825,740bush. in 
the 
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the season 1908-9. The averages per acre in the several divisions were—Central, 17-50; Lower North, 
15-47 ; Upper North, 14-22 ; South-Hastern, 25:94; Western, 11-18. 

The chief kinds were returned under the following headings :—Malting, 1,032,532 (484,951) bushels ; 
Cape, 273,490 (208,012) ; other, 12,712 (9,892). 

Cape barley represents the whole of that kind grown in the State. The greater portion of Cape barley 
is used for feed purposes, though inquiry has shown that a fair quantity, when of special quality, is bought 
for malting purposes. 


Oats.—Though the average per acre (10-76bush.) was low, the total yield of 1,673,508bush. gives an 
increase of 324,028bush. over the previous season, The yield of 480,802bush. in the South-Eastern Division 
averaged 13-88bush. per acre. 

Hay. 

The cut of hay far exceeds the tonnage of any previous year, the total of 714,766 tons showing an increase 
of 109,527 tons over the previous record year 1911-12. Wheaten hay yielded 556,444 tons from 492,980 
acres, which exceeds the record tonnage of the season 1903-4 by 76,721 tons. 

The following are the chief kinds :—Wheaten—556,444 (475,782) tons ; increase, 80,662 tons ; average 
per acre, 1-13 (1-18) tons. Oaten—149,195 (120,629) tons ; increase, 28,566 tons ; average per acre, 1-01 
(1:07) tons. 

GREEN FopvER. 

The total area either cut for fodder or fed of is given at 39,806 (33,673) acres, an increase of 6,133 acres, 
The following are the crops :— Wheat, 6,799 acres ; barley, 1,153 acres ; oats, 13,012 acres ; and lucerne 
13,767 acres. The latter crop shows an increase of 3,176 acres. 

The cut of green feed is reported to have been 45,798 tons, an increase of 11,032 tons. The principal 
crop was lucerne, which yielded 36,175 tons. 

STRAW. 

The increase of 9,032 tons in the quantity of straw gathered was due to the increased area reaped for 
barley and oats. Of the total tonnage of 24,987, wheaten yielded 10,900 tons, increase 484; barley 4,050 
tons, increase 2,797 ; oaten 9,942 tons, increase 5,676 tons. 


Fretp Pras and BEans, 

These are mostly cultivated in the hilly country in counties Adelaide and Hindmarsb, where pig-rearing 
and bacon-curing are chicfly carried on. The ercp as a rule gives a better return tha: wheat, and is well 
known for its recuperative action on exhausted soils. The area under cultivation was 9,308 (11,873) acres, 
an increase of 2,565 acres, the total yield—127,553 (157,430) bushels. 


HORTICULTURE, VITICULTURE, AND MARKET GARDENS. 
ORCHARDS AND GARDENS, 
Acreage.—The area under fruit culture has been steadily increasing during the last five years. The 
latest returns show that 23,905 (23,214) acres are devoted to this purpose. Of this acreage the trees 


which have reached bearing age account for 16,875 (16,398) acres ; and the trees which have not yet reached 
bearing age, 7,030 (6,816) acres. 

The localities suitable for fruit-growiny are numerous and extensive, thus affording ample scope for 
profitable expansion. 


The distribution of the cultivated area is mainly in counties Adelaide, Hindmarsh, Light, Stanley, 
Victoria, Grey, Robe, Frome, and the counties bordering the River Murray, notably Hamley (where the 
Renmark Settlement is situated), and Albert. 


Production.—In addition to the fruits mentioned below, considerable quantities of berry and bush fruits 
are produced, also almonds and olives.

The foregoing statements of acreage, production, and values do not represent the total results; for 
large quantities of fruit are grown in numerous gardens of less than one acre attached to private residences 
in suburban localities, most of which is privately consumed. It is not possible to arrive at a satisfactory 
estimate of the quantity and value of fruit thus grown. 


Exports of Fruit and Vegetables —Considerable quantities of fruit and vegetables are exported to the 
other States ; but, as a record of such trade is not now available, the following statement represents only

VINEYARDS. 


The climate of this State is eminently suitable for vine-growing, and, therefore, it is not surprising 
that this industry has become one of great importance. The vineyards are distributed chiefly throughout 
the Central and Lower North Divisions and in county Robe in the South-Eastern Division, The grapes 
are grown for the table, drying, and wine-making. 


Acreage 
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Acreage.—25,208 (23,986) acres are under cultivation ; of this area 21,353 (20,705) acres are planted 
with vines of bearing age and 3,855 (3,281) acres with vines not yet of bearing age. The acreage is divided 
as follows :—For table purposes, 1,839 acres ; for drying, 8,018 acres ; for wine-making, 15,351 acres. The 
acreage has increased 3,177 acres during the last five years, 


Grape Yield—The yield of grapes last season was 42,605 (34,591) tons, or 2-00 (1°67) tons per acre of 
bearing age. This yield was approximately disposed of as follows :—15,558 (14,017) tons for drying ; 
2,194 (2,123) tons for table purposes and export; and 24,853 (18,451) tons for wine-making. As in the case 
of fruit trees, vines are grown to a very large extent in gardens of less than one acre attached to private 
residences, the produce being consumed privately. The tonnage thus grown must be fairly large ; but 
as it is not possible to arrive at a reliable estimate of the quantity, it is excluded from the production shown . 


Currants. —52,208 (46,695) ewts. were dried, being an increase of 5,51 3cewts. 


Raisins —Sultanas 16,575 (14,743) cwts., an increase of 1,832cwts. All other 18,673 (19,908) ewts., 
a decrease of 1,235cwts. 


Production.—The following statement shows details of the area and production of vineyards and the 
estimated value of the production (grapes for table, currants, raisins, and wine made) for the seasons 1908-9 
to 1912-13, and the percentage of value to total value of all crops, and the average value per acre of vines of

Wine Made.—3,974,838 (2,921,597) gallons of wine have been made this season, and exceeds the 
previous record vintage of 3.470,058 gallons in 1911 by 504,780 gallons. Of the quantity made, probably 
1,722,008 gallons will be distilled. A reference to the results of the last five vintages shows that 
approximately one-half of the total wine made has been used for distillation purposes. 


Wine Stocks. —The stocks reported to be in hand at the close of the recent vintage show an increase of 
855,598 gallons, the total being 5,775,080 against 4,919,482 gallons at the same period last year. 


The following statement shows for a period of 10 years the quantity of wine made, in stock, and exported ; 
also the quantity of locally distilled spirits produced :—

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A substantial export trade in wine and brandy made from wine is carried on with the other Common- 
wealth States, but as a record of such trade is not now available the exports shown above for 1910 and 
later years represent direct oversea exports only. 

For the years 1908 and 1909 (the last two years for which complete inter-State records are available) 
the exports to other States were respectively 440,088 and 525,409 gallons. Since 1909 it is estimated that 
the exports have ranged from 520,000 to 550,000 gallons annually. 


On this estimate the exports oversea and inter-State for 1912 were 1,011,414 gallons, with an average 
annually for the last five years of 978,579 gallons. 


MARKET GARDENS, 

Market Gardens.—The area so cultivated is chiefly located in the hills surrounding the city of Adelaide, 
the total area outside county Adelaide being about 10 per cent. of the whole. The area for 1912-13 is given 
as 2,857 (2,848) acres, and the estimated value of the products raised was £106,736 (£95,434), or £37 7s. 2d. 
(£33 10s. 2d.) per acre. 


Root Crops.—Under this heading are classified all root crops covering one acre or more, the chief being 
potatoes and onions. The total acreage was 9,179 (7,982), an increase of 1,197 acres; 8,581 (7,412) acres of 
potatoes produced 33,078 (22,668) tons, or 3-85 (3-06) tons per acre, and 288 (238) acres of onions produced 
1,922 (1,462) tons, or 6-67 (6-14) tons per acre. In addition to these crops, 1,050 tons of mangolds, 332 tons 
of turnips, 130 tons of carrots, and 325 tons unspecified were produced, The cultivated area is almost 
entirely limited to counties Adelaide and Hindmarsh in the Central Division, and county Grey in the South- 
Kastern Division ; but the area of suitable land in the State will permit of considerable expansion in the 
growth of all root crops.

DAIRYING, 

Notwithstanding the exceptionally dry year the dairying industry was fairly well maintained. The 
total number of cows (in milk and dry) numbered 114,734 (121,803), a decrease of 7,069. The Central 
Division is responsible for 4,096 of this decrease. The cows actually in milk at the end of the year numbered 
79,325, or 333 more than for the same period for the previous year. The production on farms and in factories

Butter, Bacon, and Cheese Factories.—There are 12 (11) bacon and 48 (46) butter and cheese factories 
in the State, the latter being described as 25 (17) butter, 12 (11) butter and cheese, and 11 (10) cheese factories. 
These employ 278 (294) hands--268 (288) males and 10 (6) females. They possess machinery estimated 
to be worth £32,326 (£31,250), the power of the engines (full capacity) being 686 (601) h.p. In these factories 
9,918,766 (12,643,192) gallons of milk were used in making 4,809,288 (6,023,017) Ibs. of butter and 1,962,307 
(1,511,575) gallons for making 1,954,770 (1,520,537) lbs. of cheese. In addition, bacon and hams were 
cured to the extent of 2,672,256 (3,071,669) lbs. 


Butter, Bacon, and Cheese Making on Farms.—It is not generally known that nearly all the separating 
is done on farms. As a matter of fact only 349,936 (551,305) gallons of milk out of a total of 11,881,073 
(14,154,767) gallons used in factories were treated in butter factories, the balance, 11,531,137 (13,603,462) 
gallons, having been separated on farms and the cream sent to the factories; 11,426 (11,497) hands— 
1,489 (1,608) males and 9,937 (9,889) females—are reported to be engaged on farms in connection with 
dairying. Of course, it is recognised that the greater number of these hands are also engaged in many other 
duties as well. The value of plant and machinery used on farms is estimated to be worth £103,659 (£99,687) ; 
11,781 (10,818) separators are in use ; 9,457,408 (9,902,977) gallons of milk were used in making 3,585,269 
(3,671,649) Ibs. of butter, and 3,450 (6,225) gallons in making 3,257 (6,393) Ibs. of cheese. In addition, 
bacon and hams were cured to the extent of 1,098,808 (1,239,828) lbs. 


SHEEP. 


Sheep.—The lambing season was very unfavorable, 961,895 lambs were marked, against 1,530,774 
the previous year, a decrease in numbers marked of 37 per cent. The percentage of lambing for the whole 
State was 55:36, against 73-80 for the previous season. Notwithstanding the low natural increase and the 

increased 
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increased mortality through drought and wild dogs, the reported slaughterings were as heavy as usual. 
The result is that the flocks show the substantial decrease of 690,418 on the previous year ; the total number | 
being 5,481,489, against 6,171,907. Within counties, 4,486,644 (5,090,380) ; decrease, 603,736 ; and in 
the Far Northern and Western areas outside of counties, 994,845 (1,081,527) ; decrease, 86,682. 

There are 4,486,644 (5,090,380) sheep, or 81-85 (82:48) per cent., depastured within the boundaries 


of counties, and the remainder in the outside pastoral districts. The slaughterings of sheep and lambs 
for consumption and export totalled 1,329,763 (1,272,400), and, in addition, 3,075 were boiled down.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Bree-FARMING. 


The keeping of bees is generally carried on in conjunction with other pursuits. With a suitable climate 
and natural flora it is surprising that the industry does not rapidly increase. Information respecting this 
pursuit was first obtained for the year 1890, when it was found that 1,115,779lbs. were gathered. The year 
1900 was very favorable, the returns for that year showing 26,700 hives and a production of 1,708,133lbs. of 
honey. The production for the last five years has been as follows :—1907, 953,395Ibs. ; 1908, 1,007,717Ibs. ; 
1909, 812,487Ibs. ; 1910, 996,376lbs.; 1911, 760,094Ibs. ; 1912, 1,446,364Ibs. 

The returns for the year 1912 show 24,274 (18,015) productive hives and 2,954 (10,029) unproductive— 
a total of 27,228, in comparison with 28,044 of the previous year; 1,446,364 (760,094) Ibs. of honey and 
18,054 (9,745) lbs. of beeswax were gathered. 

Poutrry. 

It is estimated that the poultry and egg production of the State for the year was worth £541,489 
(£533,941). The returns show that there are 1,381,880 (1,371,116) fowls, 53,340 (56,711) ducks, 19,356 
(17,936) geese, and 43,920 (42,802) turkeys in the State. In many parts of the State foxes are reported 
to have been very destructive to poultry during the past year. 


ENSILAGE. 


There are 63 pit and 21 stack silos on farms, with a total capacity of 159,369 cub. ft., and the quantity 
of ensilage made was 2,200 (1,250) tons, valued at £2,039 (£820). 


WATTLE Bark. 


South Australian wattle bark holds a high place in the market for tanning purposes: The quantity 
of bark stripped was 6,892 tons, compared with 5,605 tons of the previous year. The exports during each 
of the last five years are as follows :—1908, 4,920 tons ; 1909, 5,189 tons; 1910, 1,631 tons; 1911, 551 
tons ; 1912, 1,098 tons—£47,143 ; £54,432 ; £15,208; £5,089; £10,817. 
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The smallness of the shipments for 1910, 1911, and 1912 is due to the exclusion of the inter-State trade, 
the figures given representing direct oversea trade only. Apart from this, large shipments are made to the 
other States for their own use and for transhipment to oversea countries. 


MANUFACTORIES AND WORKS. 
Derrinition oF “ Factory.” 

Every establishment (factory, workshop, or mill) employing four hands or upwards in manufacturing 
or repairing articles, whether for the trade (wholesale or retail) or export, also every similar establishment, 
even if employing less than four hands, where machinery worked by power is used, is classed as a factory, 
and furnishes an annual return for statistical prrposes, 


Section I. (Comparison 1911 with 1912). 
NumBer oF Factories AND Power Usep. 

The total number of establishments working during 1912 was 1,341 (1,314), an increase for the year 
of 27. 

Using ‘Machinery.—Of this number 953 (926) used machinery worked by power other than manual, 
the number being 27 greater than the previous year. The total horsepower was—full capacity, 45,629: 
(41,504), increase 4,125 ; average actually used, 33,048 (30,080), increase 2,968. The following are the kinds 
of power :—Full capacity—Steam, 29,230 (28,115); gas, 7,317 (6,525) ; electric, 6,483 (4,582) ; oil, 2,387 
(2,086) ; and other, 212 (196). 

Hanps Empioyen. 

Twenty-eight thousand five hundred (27,907) persons were employed, the males numbering 23,085 
(22,651) and the females 5,415 (5,256), a total increase of 593. The number of hands under 16 years of 
age shows an increase of 228, the total being 1,782. 

The proportion per cent. of each sex employed was—Males, 81-00 (81-17) ; females, 19-00 (18°83) ; an 
increase of females to the extent of -17. 

The greatest number of hands employed at any one time in the year was 31,778 (31,530), an increase of 
248. 

Distribution of Hands.—Working proprietors, 1,331 (1,335); managers and overseers, 843 (739) ; 
accountants and clerks, 1,058 (1,005) ; enginedrivers and firemen, 550 (502) ; workers (skilled and unskilled), 
23,964 (23,485) ; all others, 754 (841). 


Classification of Establishments According to the Hands Employed.—Four hands and under four hands 
(with power), 299 (279) establishments, an increase of 20, and 967 (918) hands, an increase of 49; five and 
under 20 hands, 755 (748) establishments, an increase of seven, and 7,065 (6,921) hands, an increase of 144 ; 
21 hands and upwards, 287 (287) establishments, and 20,468 (20,068) hands, an increase of 400. 


Cater IremMs of EXPENDITURE. 

Salanes and Wages.—Excluding the amounts drawn from the business by working proprietors, the amount 
paid in salaries and wages was £2,869,965 (£2,645,386), an increase of £224,579. The salaries and wages 
paid in Classes V., VI., and VIL., which embrace all industries connected with metal, machinery, food, drinks, 
clothing and textile fabrics, amounted to £1,703,847 (£1,602,515), an increase of £101,332. 


The average amount paid per employé for the year was £105 12s. 8d. (£99 11s. 1d.), an increase of 
£6 1s. 7d.; the maximum being £140 10s, 4d. in Class XVI. (heat, light, and energy), and minimum 
£60 12s, 8d. in Class VII. (clothing, textile fabrics, &c.). 


The average amount earned by the respective sexes was—1912, males £121 8s. 3d. (£113 13s. 4d.), 
and females £41 8s. 10d. (£41 8s. 10d.), the averages for the various classes running from £92 8s. 11d. to 
£143 14s. 2d. for males, and from £26 12s. 6d. to £61 for females. 


Fuel, Light, Etc., Consumed.—The expenditure for fuel, &c., for use in the works was £363,403 (£332,805),. 
increase £30,598. 


Material Used, Treated, or Worked wp.—The expenditure on account of materials used for manufacturing 
purposes shows an increase of £689,371, the total estimated value being £8,199,110 (£7,509,739), and 
represents 61-01 (60:48) per cent. of the total value of the output. 

VALUE.

The approximate value of the land and buildings used for manufacturing purposes and plant and 
machinery is estimated to be £5,878,374 (£5,460,855), an increase of £417,519. Of the 19 classes, Class VI., 
which groups all industries connected with foods, drinks, &c., has the maximum amount of capital invested, 
the estimate being £1,295,499. 

Ner Vatur or INDUSTRIES. 


The value of our secondary industries is not the total value of the output of the works, which amounted. 
in 1912 to £13,438,218, but the amount which is added to the value of the material by the process of 
manufacture. This was £5,239,108 (£4,906,642), an increase of £332,466. 


Gross VALUE oF OUTPUT. 


The total wholesale selling value on the premises of new work turned out, and the charges to customers 
for repairing work, amounts to £13,438,218 (£12,416,381), an increase of £1,021,837. Of this value the 
expenditure on materials, fuel, &c., and salaries and wages totalled £11,432,478 (£10,487,930), being equal 
to 85-07 (84-47) per cent. of the total output. The balance of £2,005,740 (£1,928,451) or 14-92 (15-53) per 
cent., after being subjected to substantial deductions for numerous miscellaneous expenses, such as insurances, 
advertising, depreciation of plant, machinery, &c., and interest on the £5,878,374 capital invested in buildings, 
plant, and machinery, may be said to furnish the actual profits of the manufacturer.

Section II. 
QUINQUENNIAL Comparison (1908-1912). 


With very few exceptions all the industries of the State have made substantial progress during the 
quinquennium ended 1912. 


Number of Factories—During the period the total number of factories and works increased by 104, 
or 8-41 per cent., and the number using machinery by 114, or 13-59 per cent. 


Hands Employed. —The number of hands employed increased by 4,264, or 17-59 per cent. ; the increase 
of females exceeded the males by -28. 


Power Employed.—The full capacity of horsepower now available in the factories is 45,629 h.p., an 
increase of 19,642 h.p., or 75:58 per cent., and the average actually used increased from 19,172 h.p. to 


33,048 h.p., or 72-38 per cent. 


Salaries and Wages Paid.—The increase in the total amount paid in salaries and wages was £944,991, 
or 49-09 per cent.; the average annually earned by each employé showing an increase of £21 19s. 10d., 
equal to 26-29 per cent. ; the average for 1912 being £105 12s. 8d., and for 1908, £83 12s. 10d. 


Value of Material Used.—The expenditure on account of material shows an increase of £1,509,734, 
or 22-57 per cent. 


Capital Invested in Buildings, Plant, and Machinery —The estimated value of land, buildings, plant 
and machinery for 1912 was £5,878,374, an increase during the period of £1,502,627, or 34-34 per cent. 


Value of Output.—The gross wholesale value on the premises of the production of the various establish- 
ments was £2,966,547 greater for 1912 than for 1908, an increase of 28-33 per cent. Those industries which 
supply the needs of the building trade and the agricultural and travelling community show substantial 
growth. The number of bricks made in 1912 was 62,275,544, or 25,327,214 greater than in 1908; and 
the value of the output of the lime and cement works increased by 79:19 per cent. These two industries 
are included in Class III. (stone, clay, glass, &c.), the total output of which shows an increase equal to 89-37 
per cent. The output of the jomery works increased from £105,089 to £202,973, or 93-14 per cent., and 
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that of the furniture and upholstery factories from £140,504 to £261,484, or 86-10 per cent. The tailoring, 
slop clothing, dressmaking, millinery, shirt, and general whitework industries show an increased aggregate 
output of £179,500, equal to 38-03 per cent., the total for 1912 being £651,470; the number of 
female employés engaged in these particular works having increased from 2,944 in 1908, to 3,621 in 1912, 
the increase being equal to 23 per cent. 


Class XI. (vehicles, saddlery, &c.) increased its output from £328,151 to £475,972, equal to 45-05 per 
cent.; and Class XIV., of which the main industry is fertilisers, from £233,513 to £387,252, equal to 65:83 
per cent.

It will be observed that the, proportion paid in salaries and wages increased 2-98 per cent., and the 
proportion expended on material decreased 2-87 per cent., whilst the margin for miscellaneous expenses 
and manufacturer’s profit was increased by -15 per cent. 


Net Value of Industries —The net value of our secondary industries, or in other words the value added 
to the material by the process of manufacture or treatment increased from £3,782,295 in 1908 to £5,239,108, 
or 38-52 per cent.
